Two year later they moved 
to Indiana when Winona Lake became the permanent 
home of the school.

cldition to his responsibilities as president Dr. 
McClain has served from the beginning as professor of 
Systematic Theology.

Early in his ministry Dr. McClain was called as pastor 
of the First Brethren Church of Philadelphia, Pa. For 
several years he was also on the faculty of the Philadel- 
phia School of the Bible. He held successively positions 
in Ashland College, The Bible Institute of Los Angeles, 
and Ashland (Ohio) Theological Seminary, and he served 
as dean and professor of Theology and Apologetics there 
unti] the organization of Grace Theological Seminary.
